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Revised plan for 176 
homes at Littlemoor 


A PLANNING application, which drew widespread 
condemnation from the local community when it was 
first mooted in June, has been resubmitted to Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland Borough Council. 

The original application for an estate of 176 houses 
at Destiny Fields to the east of Louviers Road between 
Littlemoor and Preston was withdrawn. A new appli¬ 
cation has now been submitted by developers FH 
Cummings Unlimited which includes substantial de¬ 
sign changes, improvements and a changed layout in 
line with planning officers 4 advice. 

Spokesman for the Littlemoor Community Action 
Group, Dr Malcolm Beeson, said that the design 
changes made no difference to the group’s objection 
that such a large development would overwhelm local 
schools, doctors’ surgeries and transport links. 

He said: “The Littlemoor Community Action Group 
cannot object on planning grounds, but is concerned 
over the wider implications of the potential for hun¬ 
dreds of extra houses in the Littlemoor area without 
any extra provision of services. 

“This developer has over recent decades added the 
Preston Downs houses to Littlemoor, phase by phase. 
He should not be allowed to continue to add residen¬ 
tial units in this area without also adding a propor¬ 
tional increase in services. 

“We have discussed the current proposals with the 
county council and local doctors. We find that schools 
and surgeries will become overloaded, as was reported 
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in The View from Weymouth when the development 
of Destiny Fields was first proposed. 

“There should not be any further development on 
this scale around Littlemoor until additional provision 
has been made to prevent adverse effects on people 
already living here. 

“That is: the developer should fund the upgrading of 
services before being allowed to develop further.” 

David Webb, a senior architectural consultant, 
speaking on behalf of FH Cummings Unlimited said 
that there was no local plan policy which would enable 
the company to contribute towards the local infrastruc¬ 


ture at present to form part of the planning application. 

He continued: “The application will provide much 
needed affordable housing (53) and we have worked 
closely with the council planning department to make 
sure the best mix of homes will be provided to ensure 
the local needs are addressed. 

“We would be contributing good quality homes for 
all types of local people, from starter homes/apart¬ 
ments to family homes and also providing homes for 
the elderly.” 

He added that the company was subject to Section 
106 legal agreements with the council which means 
that they have to make a financial contribution towards 
public open space and recreational projects within the 
borough.

TOP athlete and world 
record holder Jonathan 
Edwards has unveiled a 
new £13million housing 
development on Portland, 
which will accommodate 
competitors in sailing 
events during the 
Olympic games next 
year. 

Mr Edwards was in¬ 
vited to unveil a plaque 
during the traditional top¬ 
ping out ceremony, which 
took place earlier this 
week. 

The event marks the 
completion of all major 
structural work on the de¬ 
velopment of 77 houses 
at Officers Field, Osprey 
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ZUMBA loving dairy farmer Nicola Harris-Jarvis 
has been a Health and Exercise Manager at the 
Bridport Leisure Centre for two years. 

After not fulfilling her childhood dream of be¬ 
coming a dancer Nicola decided the next best 
thing would be to work in the fitness industry, 
where she still gets to enjoy her passion by lead¬ 
ing classes such as Zumba and aerobics. 

Outside of work, Nicola and her husband John 
run a dairy herd at their Long Bredy home. Row- 
den Farm. 

Nicola and John live on the farm with their two 
children, 18-year-old Sabrina, who is studying at 
Kingston Maurwood College and 12-year-old 
Lewis, who is at the Sir John Colfox School. 


■ WHAT first got you interested in health and fit¬ 
ness? 

As a child I was a gymnast and a dancer and I was al¬ 
ways active. I wanted to be a dancer mainly but that is 
difficult to get into so when I left school, I started off 
on a YTS scheme, which was a bit like an apprentice¬ 
ship scheme. I started at Honiton Sports Centre and I 
got qualifications like my gynmnastics coaching award 
there. Because of my dancing background I wanted to 
do a bit of that as well so I then became an aerobics in¬ 
structor which is the next best thing I suppose. 

■ WHAT are your favourite classes to run at the 
leisure centre? 

Zumba is brilliant. It's a dance class but it's fitness as 
well and it's great fun. I like teaching aerobics as well 
and working in the gym. I really enjoy it when someone 
comes into the gym and they want an exercise pro¬ 
gram to get fit or lose weight, I enjoy helping them be¬ 
cause I'm giving them the knowledge I have and 
helping them to reach their goals. 

■ HOW do you think we should tackle the rising 
obesity issue? 

I think its down to people not being aware of the health 
issues that surround being overweight, people need to 
be educated. Even though more people are now be¬ 
coming active there are people that see it as too much 
like hard work. For the younger generation there are a 
lot of distractions now, like computer games, which 
stop kids from getting out and doing more. I think the 
message is slowly getting out but there is still a long 
way to go. 

■ ARE the gym and exercise classes suitable for all 
fitness levels? 

They are open to everyone, we get all sorts of ages and 
abilities. Its not just for people who are really fit already, 
we get the older and the younger generations, it's a 



mixed group of people. 

■ WHAT would be your three top tips for staying in 
shape? 

Keep active as much as you can, get out and walk 
about. Come to the gym and see how it is. It's not how 
you think, i'ts completely different, everyone's really 
friendly and there to help you achieve your goals and 
just keep active really, even if it's just walking down the 
street or riding your bike to work, anything is better 
than nothing, just do a little bit each day. 
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■ THE nights are getting longer now, is it harder to 
keep fit in the winter? 

The dark nights can make it harder. Once you get home 
from work or college it's easy to sit down and stay there, 
but there are so many activities here at the leisure cen¬ 
tre, there is something for everybody. The gym might 
not be for you, but you might like to go swimming. 
There are lots of clubs and fitness classes as well, there's 
something for everyone. 

■ HOW did you become a dairy farmer? 

My husband John has always worked on farms since he 
was at school, his father was a herdsman and he used 
to help him.Then ten years ago we decided we wanted 
to do it for ourselves. We were living in Honiton at the 
time and so we sold our house, bought cows and 
started our business down in Devon, where we grew 
our herd and then moved up to Dorset. 

■ HOW is the herd doing now? 

We've just sold our cows now because we are going to 
have a break to visit John's brother who is a dairy farmer 
in New Zealand. We are going to go over there for seven 
weeks and see how he does it and I'm going to go over 
there and see how their fitness industry differs and see 
if I can bring anything back. 

■ WHAT was the last film you watched, book you 
read and CD you listened to? 

The last film I watched was the final Harry Potter, we've 
followed the films all the way through. I don't really read 
books, mainly fitness magazines and farming maga¬ 
zines. The last CD I listened to would have been one of 
my Zumba CDs, I'm always listening to my Zumba music 
to get inspiration for my classes.

Quay, which will form the athletes’ village for all 
sailing events and will house the competitors and team 
officials taking part in the Olympic and Paralympic 
Games sailing events next summer. 

VIPs attending the ceremony included representi- 
tives from the main contractors, Dorchester based 
Acheson Construction, Kim Slowe, Managing Direc¬ 
tor of ZeroC as well as civic dignitaries. 

Olympian and London 2012 Board Member, 
Jonathan Edwards, said: “With the topping out cere¬ 
mony at Officers Field today, another milestone is 
achieved in the preparations for the London 2012 
Olympic and Paralympic sailing competitions. 

“Thank you to all the partners on the Sailing Village 
Project, I know the competitors will enjoy making first 
use of this high quality accommodation so close to the 
sailing venue. 

“Most importantly, the development is a significant 
contribution to the revival of the Osprey Quay area 
and I am sure many people from Weymouth and Port¬ 
land will enjoy looking around the site this coming 
weekend. I am confident there will be much interest 
in the purchase opportunities, both from the local area 
and from further afield.” 

Dorchester based developer ZeroC will complete the 
internal work on the houses and landscaping on the 
site prior to handing it over to the London Organising 
Committee of the Olympic and Paralympic Games in 
January 2012. 

The site will be handed back to ZeroC in the autumn 
2012 when the athlete’s village will be used as resi¬ 
dential housing. 

After the games, 19 homes will be transferred to 
Magna Housing Association to be used as affordable 
housing, and 58 homes will be sold on the open market 
from September 17th 2011. 

Kim Slowe, Managing Director of ZeroC said: 
“ZeroC has greatly enjoyed working with the London 
Organising Committee for the Olympic Games, and 
the local authority, to deliver a first class athletes’ vil¬ 
lage. 

“Developers very rarely get the opportunity to par¬ 
ticipate in such a high profile event and Officers Field 
has the added bonus that it is delivering much needed, 
high quality, sustainable housing to Portland at afford¬ 
able prices.”

Exciting times for free schools 


S ILLY season was 
turned on its head this 
year with politicians 
and press alike having 
plenty of hard hitting events 
to contemplate over the 
summer. 

The riots brought MPs 
scuttling back to Westmin¬ 
ster in the middle of August, 
and the aftermath - together 
with Libya and the state of 
the world economy - were 
at the forefront of many 
MPs minds as they returned 
to Parliament after recess. 

However, alongside the re¬ 
turn to the House of Com¬ 
mons, there was another 
return to normality - made 
by our nation’s school chil¬ 
dren and teachers. 

Like teachers, MPs (and in 
particular ministers) do a lot 
more during the summer than most people imagine. 
But, like school children, they return to the start of 
term in a spirit of anticipation. 

For one set of children, in particular, there will 
have been the excitement of taking their first step 
into one of the 24 brand new free schools now dot¬ 
ted around our nation. 

Free schools are a key part of the current educa¬ 
tion reforms which seek to raise educational stan¬ 
dards in places that are less well endowed with 
good schools than West Dorset. They are state 
funded and can be set up by a range of different

groups, from parents to char¬ 
ities. 

Rather than being run by 
councils or politicians, free 
schools are run by the very 
teachers that work in them. 
They have a considerable 
amount of freedom, such as 
how they spend the school’s 
money and the curriculum, 
enabling them to create a 
learning environment which 
suits the needs of their local 
community. 

The aim is to give parents 
from all backgrounds a choice 
over the type of school they 
send their children to. Being 
non-selective and with half of 
the 24 new schools in de¬ 
prived areas, children from all 
backgrounds are able to ac¬ 
cess what free schools offer. 

Although there are precedents both in Scandi¬ 
navia and in America, this is a bold new venture for 
England. 

It has certainly caused a lot of discussion as West¬ 
minster starts up again, and I have no doubt it will 
continue to be discussed vigorously at the forth¬ 
coming party conferences. 

But, whatever the interest and anticipation in po¬ 
litical circles, the start of a new term in a new 
school of a new kind must be much more exciting 
for the pupils, parents and teachers involved in the 
free schools themselves.

He and my mother spent a lot of time in 
their house in Tenerife, but when he was 
ill and unable to fly, they decided to buy a 
static caravan at Bowleaze Cove in Wey¬ 
mouth so he could enjoy the rest of his 
live. 

“Dad and I had never owned a boat but 
the cove had its own dry dock to store 
boats, so I thought it would be a great time 
to get one so we could go fishing. Unfor¬ 
tunately the weather was not kind to us 
and shortly after, dad’s health deteriorated 
so much so he was unable to come to 
Weymouth. He passed away on 22 De¬ 
cember.” 

Mark and his family decided to hold a 
charity golf day at Kendleshire Golf Club 


in David’s memory. A total of 104 golfers 
took part at the event on Lriday, July 1st 
with money raised going to the RNLI. 

He adds: “My dad throughout his life al¬ 
ways gave monies to the RNLI and it was 
the only charity he believed in - which is 
why we have chosen the RNLI and Wey¬ 
mouth in particular. 

“We’re delighted to be able to help the 
Weymouth lifeboat crew with new kit 
with the funds we raised in memory of 
dad. Weymouth will always hold a special 
place in my family’s hearts now.” 

Mark has set up an RNLI Lorever by the 
Sea fund, which is a facility that enables 
people to remember and honour the life of 
someone special, while also raising vital 
funds for the RNLI.

Appeal afterWeymouth man

POLICE in Weymouth are appealing for witnesses and 
anyone with information to come forward after a road 
traffic collision in the town - with one man being ar¬ 
rested.

Visitors get to meet top Paralympian sailors 


POOR WEATHER meant that a group of disabled adults 
from the Weymouth Ridgeway Centre could not enjoy the 
thrill of sailing with some of the top paralympian sailors 
in the world last Wednesday at the Weymouth & Portland 
National Sailing Academy (WPNSA). 

The taster session was organised to help celebrate and 
mark International Paralympic Day and was organised by 
the Weymouth and Portland 2012 Operations team work¬ 
ing with partners at Dorset County Council (DCC), 
WPNSA, Sail Laser and the RYA. However the weather 
meant the disabled adults had to be content with a tour of 
the facilities and meeting and being photographed with 
some of the paralympians in training for next year’s 
Games. 

Six of GB’s top sailors and medal hopefuls greeted the 
visitors; Niki Birrell, who with his partner Alexandra 
Rickham are the SKUD-18 world champions, the Sonal 
world silver medallist team of John Thompson, Hannah 
Stodel and Steve Thomas, and Megan Pascoe and Helena 
Lucas who finished third and fourth respectively in the 
single handed 2.4m class at the world championships. The 
group were accompanied by Dave Franks (DCC Sports 
and Physical Officer), Rachel Sadler (WPNSA) and 
Jackie Gisborne (Weymouth and Portland Ops Team). 

The WPNSA will host the sailing events for both the 
Olympic and Paralympic Games next summer, and is the 
only venue outside of London to host a full six days of 
paralympic competition. 

DCC hope to be able to incorporate sports activities for 
disabled children on Weymouth beach to coincide with 
the last day of the Paralympic Games sailing (September 
6th) and for adults the following day (7th). 

Dave Franks said: “We did something similar before 
with children as part of the ‘Spirit of the Sea’ and so what 
we are looking to do is move that event so we can do a 
special needs festival and next day for disabled adults. 

“The format is to make it a fun festival with around an 
hour of water sports; kayaking, sailing, and then they do 
some cultural and sports activities to meet their needs, a 
really fun day for them. It will hopefully involve all the 
day centres from around Dorset from as far as 
Christchurch in the east to Mountjoy and Bridport Adult 
Centre in the west. We had 250 children at the ‘Spirit of

the Sea’ so we are looking at those sort of numbers again. 

“We are trying to make it part of the Paralympic Games 
so that we can emphasis their support to make it special 
for children and adults with disabilities and to look at 
ways that we can develop further opportunities through 
the sailing academy. Hopefully it will inspire some of 
those taking part, and spectators watching the events to 
become involved. 

“We also want to get some of them up to the sailing cen¬ 
tre here which we have done in the past. The WPNSA has 
won an accessibility award from the paralympic associa¬ 
tion as one of only a few venues which can cater for se¬ 
vere disabilities and allows excellent entry into the water 


regardless of the disability.” 

Mr Franks confirmed that they hoped to run more taster 
sessions both at the WPNSA where Sail Laser were very 
supportive, and through other providers. 

Prime Minister David Cameron was among the high- 
profile visitors to Trafalgar Square on International Para¬ 
lympic Day on Thursday where all twenty paralympic 
sports were demonstrated, and the day ended with the of¬ 
ficial invitation being issued to athletes around the world 
to compete in 2012.

Chip shop owner Mr Pearce explained: 
“When we got the call to say we were finalists 
we couldn’t quite believe it. We have worked 
hard to make a success of our family business 
over the past six years and we have almost tre¬ 
bled the turnover. Although we work very long 
hours from 6.30 in the morning when we start 
preparing the potatoes, often until 11pm at 
night we love the business and the community 
we are a part of.” 

Mr Pearce said that the family aims to offer 
top quality food at reasonable prices. “Many 
shops charge more,” he said. “But we want to 
do the best for our customers. We offer an Alf’s 
Special at £3.90 or £3.40 for pensioners. 


The Pearce family also aims to put something 
back into the community that supports them. 
They run three or four coach trips a year for 
pensioners in the area. They deliver 100 fish 
and chip meals, together with boxes of choco¬ 
lates, to local centres before Christmas and they 
also support local schools, sponsor youth foot¬ 
ball teams and support the Royal British Le¬ 
gion. 

Mr Pearce said: “Some of the elderly people 
around here are on their own all the time and 
don’t see anybody. We organise the trips to get 
them together for a treat and for the company. 
We collect in the shop for the trips but Karen 
and I also put in our own money.” 

When asked why, Mr Pearce replied: “I am a 
Christian and it makes people smile. You can’t 
buy a smile and you can’t take it with you.” 

On Friday staff from Ben Shaws came to sup¬ 
port the Pearce family in their bid to encourage

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Paddle-steamer Waverley needs your help 


A CAMPAIGN is running to try and ensure the continued 
existence of two iconic marine tourism attractions. 

The Waverley, the world’s last seagoing paddle-steamer 
which has just arrived in Weymouth, and her fleet-mate, 
the classic cruise ship, Balmoral, are facing a make-or- 
break year because of a huge hike in fuel costs and sev¬ 
eral bad summer seasons. 

Supporters are trying to raise £350,000 to ensure their 
future with nearly £200,000 collected so far backed by 
the positive news that passenger figures for 2011 are 
sharply up on 2010. In July alone 32,000 passenger jour¬ 
neys were made on Waverley .

Waverley has just started sailings from Weymouth and 
will be sailing on the South Coast until the 22nd of Sep¬ 
tember. Her Captain, Ian Clark said: “From the point of 
view of this country’s heritage, the loss of these two ex¬ 
cursion ships would be the end of an era and we don’t 
want that to happen. 

“They are the last two passenger ships to take people 
along to view parts of the coast which can’t be seen in 
any other way. They are that important. 


“Everyone is doing their best from support from Scot¬ 
tish MSPs to children giving us their pocket money when 
they come on board but we still need as much support as 
we can get. The best way for people to do this is to come 
out and have a sail with us.” 

Incredibly the Waverley is now actually working harder 
than when she was new in 1947 and, since she was sold 
to the Paddle Steamer Preservation Society in 1974 for 
£1, she has carried well over five million passengers on 
day, afternoon and evening cruises from all around the 
British coast. 

Waverley is now in better condition than ever thanks to 


an £8 million rebuild in 2000 and 2003 funded largely by 
the Heritage Lottery Fund. 

As well as restoring the ship to her 1947 appearance, 
and restoring her passenger accommodation to its original 
1940’s style, Waverley’s machinery was also fully over¬ 
hauled and the ship was was fitted with new boilers. 

Waverley and Balmoral contribute some £4.8 million 
each year to the UK economy and are an important tourist 
attraction for Weymouth and Portland.

AUGUST was wet, the wettest since 1997, and al¬ 
though we were treated to sunshine on nearly all 
days, when it rained it did so with ferocity, the Car¬ 
nival got through the day without much rain and 
the afternoon and evening were dry, the hours of 
darkness were a different story with heavy rain from 
around 0430. 

The 30-year average rainfall for August is 47.9 mm: 
August 2011 produced 90.0 mm, 188 % of the 30- 
year average. To date 201 1 is 29.5 mm below annual 
average. The greatest rainfalls were 26.7 mm on 
Wednesday 17th and 18.5 mm on Thursday 18th Au¬ 
gust. During a 40 hour period 42.5mm of rain was 
measured, almost the entire average for August. 

The sun shone on all but 3 days during the month, 
the 30-year average sunshine for August is 219 
hours and 36 minutes: August 2011 produced 202 
hours and 12 minutes, 92% of the 30-year average. 
To date 2011 is 76 hours and 54 minutes above an¬ 
nual average. The sunniest day was Monday 8th Au¬ 
gust with 12 hours and 18 minutes. 

Thunder was heard and lightning seen 0830 on 
Thursday 18th thunder was also heard at 1040 on 
Friday 26th and as would be expected no incidences 
of Hail or Snow or Frost were noted this month. 

Winds during August varied greatly from calm to 
gusts in the mid 20's, the greatest being 50 MPH on 
Tuesday 11th. 

Temperatures were below the monthly averages, 
except for the sea. The average Maximum tempera¬ 
ture was 0.8 of a degree below average at 19.5 de¬ 
grees. The average Minimum temperature was 0.3 
of a degree below normal 13.5 degrees. The average 
Mean temperature was 0.6 of a degree below nor¬ 
mal at 16.5 degrees. The average Sea temperature 
was 0.2 of a degree above average at 17.7 degrees.

WEST Dorset Branch of the Campaign for Real Ale 
are again organising their popular Octoberfest beer 
festival on October 7th-8th but this year at the Wey¬ 
mouth Pavilion Ocean Room.

■ THE twisting delights of the Transfagarasan

THIS is the sort of terrain facing 50 teams of intrepid 
adventurers when they set off from Weymouth in 2013 
on the Windy 500. 

This international car rally will take in 23 countries 
in 23 days covering thousands of miles. 

One of the rules to add to the challenge contestants 
face is that all the vehicles taking part must be worth 
£500 or less. 

Organiser Steve Blackmore said that the event hopes 
to raise well over £10,000 for the Julia’s House char¬ 
ity. 

He said: “The exact route is still under wraps and 
participants will only be informed of the following 
day’s destination the day before. 

“The only parts of the route that have been divulged 
are the Stelvio Pass in Northern Italy and the Transfa¬ 
garasan Highway in Romania. 

“Both are high mountain passes, winding their way 
around hairpins, and both roads have been featured on 
Top Gear. 

“There are still places available on the Windy 500 
and potential participants are able to pre-register on 
the website www.windy500.co.uk to express their in¬ 
terest before the official launch in November 2011.”

"And this is prime real estate for them. Following 
our two-year restoration of the reserve, water quality 
at Radipole Lake has improved and the sheer num¬ 
bers offish it supports, including minnows and stick¬ 
lebacks, is staggering. They're just the right food 
prey for kingfishers, which is why, we believe, they 
bred here this year, producing three broods over the 
course of the summer, simply wonderful." 

The kingfisher is truly iconic - most people can 
bring the image of the bird to mind, even if they 
haven't actually seen one. So it is surprising just how 
difficult it can be to spot, given its striking, vivid 
plumage. 

With an electric-blue back, crown and wings of 
greenish-blue, rich, orange-red underparts and 
cheeks, white cheek patches and throat, coral red 
legs and feet, and a long, dark bill, it should be hard 


to miss. 

But it has a habit of perching motionless in the 
dappled shade of vegetation overhanging rippling 
water, waiting for its prey, and the different play of 
light and shade can render it virtually invisible. 

It is also a very shy bird and often the first sign that 
it's about is its short, sharp, slightly ringing call of 
keee or ch'keee as it hurtles fast and low over the 
water or reeds. 

Occasionally though, it will perch in the open - and 
Radipole Lake has a number of well-placed branches 
where you can watch the bird at close range - a 
breathtaking experience. If there's no perch around, 
the kingfisher can hover to rival a hummingbird! 

Nick added: "These birds have favourite fishing 
places and perches so with our'spotters'on location 
this weekend, we have high hopes that people who 


come along will be lucky enough to see one." 

For close up stunning views of these amazing 
colourful birds you can hire a pair of binoculars from 
the visitor centre, or take advantage of the special 
range of binoculars and telescopes we will have in 
the centre for the weekend, accompanied by a team 
of experts on hand to give you guidance and advice, 
if you want to buy your own.

REDLANDS Community Sports 
Hub officially opened their new state 
of the art third generation Astro Turf 
football pitch recently. 

Sue Moore, principal of Weymouth 
College, cut the ribbon watched by 
local girls’ football teams who were 
playing a tournament later that day 
organised by Dorset FA. 

Ms Moore said: “It has now been 
three years since Weymouth College 
took over the running of Redlands. 
Our vision, with other key stakehold¬ 
ers is to create a sporting centre of 
excellence that the local community 
can be proud of.” 

As a major provider of sporting fa¬ 
cilities Redlands plays a key role in 
the local sporting infrastructure for 
numerous teams and clubs of all 
ages. The new floodlit artificial grass 
pitch will provide local teams with 
an all-weather training and playing 
solution in addition to an existing full 
size floodlit sand based pitch at the 
Sports Hub which is well used for 
both football and hockey throughout 
the year. 

The pitch will not only provide the 
local football community with a 
much needed modern highly specific 
football facility, it will also free up 
the sports hall and the sand based 
AGR This will enable the facility to 
be more flexible in accommodating 
and developing a wide variety of 
other indoors sports including vol¬ 
leyball, basketball, badminton, roller 
hockey and gymnastics. It will also 
provide three new mini soccer 
pitches. 


The £700,175 project was funded 
with the help of a £80,175 grant from 
the Football Foundation. Funded by 
the Premier League, The FA, and the 
Government via Sport England, the 
Football Foundation is the nation’s 
largest sports charity. Since it was 
launched in 2000, the Foundation has 
awarded around 8,000 grants worth 
more than £420m towards improving 
grassroots sport, which it has used to 
attract additional partnership funding 
of over £520m. 

An additional grant of £200,000 
came from The FA, as part of their 
capital allocation within the Whole 
Sport Plan agreed with Sport Eng¬ 
land. This specific aspect of funding 
has been awarded to support the sus¬ 
tainability of community clubs and 
create more opportunities to partici¬ 
pate in sport within a high quality en¬ 
vironment. 

Other funding partners include a 
£20,000 grant from Dorset County 
Council and a contribution from 
Weymouth College who are leading 
the project. 

Ben Heath, Sports Development 
Officer at Weymouth College, said: 
“Having a new high quality 3G pitch 
will mean a great deal to local foot¬ 
ballers, but it will also allow us to 
free up some valuable indoor space 
over the winter and develop other 
sports. This will mean a wide range 
of people will benefit from this facil¬ 
ity and the grants from the Football 
Foundation, FA, DCC and commit¬ 
ment from Weymouth College to se¬ 
cure the new facility.” 


Paul Thorogood, Chief Executive 
of the Football Foundation said: “We 
are delighted that Weymouth College 
and the local community will have 
access to these fantastic new facili¬ 
ties and commend the club and the 
Dorset County FA for their hard 
work in making this happen. 

“Since its launch in July 2000, the 
Foundation and the Dorset County 
FA have supported 129 projects 
worth £4.5m, with money provided 
by the Foundation’s funding partners 
- The FA, the Premier League and 
the Government.” 

“This is the latest example of thou¬ 
sands of projects across the country 
that the Football Foundation is sup¬ 
porting with money provided by our 
funding partners the Premier League, 
The FA and Government.” 

The Dorset FA organised the pre¬ 
season girls league “Super Cup” 
tournament to help get the teams 
warmed up and ready for the new 
season.

Small is beautiful 

SHOPS from across the South West have helped a University of Exeter research 
team uncover the creativity and community spirit at the heart of the region's 
small-scale repair industries. 

Following a publicity campaign in autumn 2010, businesses ranging from cob¬ 
blers to tailors to sewing machine repair shops put themselves forward to be 
interviewed by the researchers and have their workshops recorded by photog¬ 
rapher Steven Bond. 

The beautiful and evocative photographs taken for the project will be on dis¬ 
play in the foyer and cafe galleries at Bridport Arts Centre, from September 24th 
to October 15th. 

There is a preview on Friday, September 23rd at 6pm, to which all are welcome, 
where there will be a discussion about the value of these small independent 
businesses to our communities, with the project team and some of the shop¬ 
keepers involved. 

Dr Caitlin DeSilvey, a geographer based at the University of Exeter's Cornwall 
Campus, said:"The business of'making and mending'is seen by many as a dying 
art, but our research shows a wealth of expertise and ingenuity in the South 
West. We've been pleased by the positive response from shops and their cus¬ 
tomers, and are very grateful to everyone who has helped so far. 

"We've also been touched by the pride people take in this work and the valued 
role these businesses have in their communities. People entrust these shops 
with their most treasured possessions, from a favourite pair of slippers to a valu¬ 
able family heirloom, and workers often put in extra time and care to help mend 
a special object." 

The project will run until summer 2012 and the research team is still looking 
for shops to get involved. At this stage, the team is particularly keen to include 
businesses that repair cameras, radios, furniture and small electrical appliances.

Called Albert, who's ate by a lion.' 

He said, 'Can't you see you've been done?' 

In Lancashire? Lions? he bellowed, 

'The woman must be round the bend!' 

So Albert was born nine months later 
And we know what occurred in the end! 

Another lady who writes with her tongue in her 
cheek is the wonderful Wendy Cope. This poem 
is from her'Serious Concerns'collection, first pub¬ 
lished in 1992. I wonder what William Barnes and 
Thomas Hardy would have made of it.

I wish I was a provincial poet, 

Writing a lot about nature, 

Whenever I thought about London poets, 

I'd mutter darkly, 7 hate yer.' 

And off I'd stomp down the wild, wild lanes 
In my jeans and my Wellington boots.

Or tights or respectable suits - 

The clutter of urban life. How wonderful 
Just to discard it all 

And spend one's time communing with everything, 


Perched on a dry-stone wall. 

And after a busy day communing 
To amble back home for a bite, 

Then go to the pub with some real people, 
Who manage twelve pints in a night, 

Which helps them get through the provincial evenings 
Without too much boredom or pain, 

Real people, as solid and ruddy and calm 
As a London bus in the rain! 

Some day I'll go and live in the country 
And many a notebook I'll fill 
With keen observation of animals (mostly 
The dead ones because they keep still). 

Dead sheep and squashed rabbits. Oh, how I 
shall love it. 

My face will be peaceful and brown 
And shining with love for all of creation, 
Excepting those poets in town. 

It was Wendy Cope who said, "I used to think all 
poets were Byronic - mad, bad and dangerous to 
know. And then I met a few. They're mostly 
wicked as ginless tonic and wild as pension plans."

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I've heard it's dotting Hill by The Sea' 

Tom Glover talks to top comedian Jo Caulfield ahead of her first visit to Bridport 


Your show is a "Tour Of Towns I've Heard Of But Never 
Been To" what have you heard about Bridport? 

To be honest - I know very little about Bridport. I've 
seen it on Location, Location, Location. I know PJ.Har¬ 
vey was born there. And several people from Bridport 
who follow me on Twitter have told me its nicknamed 
Notting Hill by The Sea. So I'm expecting to see a lot of 
hippy-ish looking men on the beach, flying kites while 
talking very LOUDLY on Blackberrys. 

What can people expect to see from your show? 

One review called the show a "celebration of anger". I 
liked that. 

This is a show I'm really proud of, there's a lot in it: my 
thoughts on relationships, dating, sex, my husband, my 
Irish mother, advice on how to deal with irritating peo¬ 
ple, bad service, international terrorism, celebrity per¬ 
fumes, reality TV, kids bedtime stories. 

And I don't mind showing what an idiot I can be. I've 
always done something stupid that I can share with the 
audience. I've got a ridiculous story of going to dinner 
with two complete strangers because I mistakenly 
thought I knew them. To add insult to injury I paid for 
the dinner. 

There's even a game and a special audience interac¬ 
tion piece at the end. 

Why did you decide to take up comedy in your 30s? 

I fell into it! 

I went to see a friend do a 5 minute openspot at the 
Comedy Store, and even though he died on his arse I 
was hooked. The next day I went through Time Out 
Magazine, where all the comedy club were listed, and 
booked myself into a couple of open spots. 

I had no idea how to write jokes. I just scribbled down 
half a dozen things I'd said that made friends laugh. 

My first gig was a New Act competition at The Com¬ 
edy Cafe, Old St, London. Before the show I was so nerv¬ 
ous I ended up getting drunk. I have no idea what I said 
onstage. I don't even remember being on stage. But I 
won the competition. 



That makes me sound like I'm a natural. I wasn't. I was 
dreadful - but I must have been slightly less dreadful 
than everyone else on the bill that night. 

To be honest I knew so little about comedy I was 
under the delusion I was quite good, so I kept 
going. The truth is I wasn't even good enough to 
know how bad I was. 

That's what happens in the beginning. At 
first your excitement and enthusiasm can 
win over an audience. It's like any job; they 
let you off for a while because you're new 
but eventually they get pissed off that you 
still don't know what you're doing. 

A couple of months later another 
standup advised me that regular comper¬ 
ing was one of the best ways to im¬ 
prove as a comic, so I saved my 
'waitressing tips', bought a 
cheap microphone & a 
small amplifier and 
opened my own com¬ 
edy club in the base¬ 
ment of a bar in North 
London. 

Do you wish you had 
entered the indus¬ 
try earlier? 

No. Comedians 
need 'life experi¬ 
ence'before they 
can stand on 
stage and give 
their views. I'm 
not interested in 
'little boy' co¬ 
medians or their 
jokes about 
playing with an X- 
Box. 


I read that you gave yourself a two-year deadline to 
make a success of comedy, when did you realise it was 

something you could really make a go of? 

When the phone started ringing. I used to 
spend a couple of hours every day 
ringing round comedy clubs trying 
to get some work. Then one day 
there was a reversal and the clubs 
started phoning me. 

I remember getting booked for 
a show in Sheffield. I kept think¬ 
ing, "What? You're paying ME to 
go all the way to Sheffield? Why 
would you do that? Are you 
mental?" 

Do you think its tougher trying 
L to make it as a female comic? 

When new female comics ask 
me that question I always say: 
Just work on being as funny 
and original as you can. Don’t 
think about the female thing- 
you’re a woman, that’s not 
going to change. 

And try not to dress too 
provocatively, it distracts from 
the comedy. 

Do you have any stories from 
horror gigs? 

On tour I set myself a challenge 
to try and write material spe¬ 
cific to the town I'm in. I like ex¬ 
ploring the town and pointing 
out to the locals things I've no¬ 
ticed about their High Street. It's 
great when I can talk about a 
pub or a shop and the whole au¬ 
dience knows it intimately. I did a 
show in Ipswich last year and told 


a true story about the bad service I'd received that af¬ 
ternoon in a local cafe. It turned out the man who 
owned the cafe was sitting in the audience and the 
grumpy waitress, who I'd slagged off, turned out to be 
his daughter! Luckily he agreed with me that she was a 
terrible waitress. 

You're a regular TV and radio show panelist, what are 

your favourite shows to work on? 

"Have I Got News ForYou"on TV, because Ian Hislop and 
Paul Merton are really nice people, and "Hot Gossip"on 
the radio because Claudia Winkleman is brilliant com¬ 
pany. 

What's your opinion on the exposure comedy is get¬ 
ting in the mainstream at the moment? 

Love it! Every time I appear on Michael McIntyre's Com¬ 
edy Roadshow or Mock The Week I get more people 
coming to see my LIVE shows. 

The only thing I would change is I'd let the comedians 
do what they do onstage. There's a lot of shows where 
the producer will say, "Can you drop that routine? And 
change that word. And don't say anything that will of¬ 
fend anyone" -1 just think, Well why did you book me? 

What advice would you give to aspiring comics? 

Respect the Art of Stand-Up Comedy. Study comedy. 
Study the construction of jokes. No matter how much 
you respect your favorite comedian do NOT copy their 
mannerisms or speech patterns. Be yourself. Read my 
website: "Things I've Learned As A Comedian" -1 post 
tips and answer emails about Stand-Up Comedy.

Legg produces blistering performance to destroy Weymouth 


Dorchester 114-6 beat Weymouth 24 all out 
by 90 RUNS 

JON LEGG produced a superb all round per¬ 
formance as Dorchester U18s won the Bright 
Sparks T20 Cup Final at Dorchester Rec by 
bowling out local rivals Weymouth for just 24 
runs; his 56 not out and 5-8 off only thee 
overs including a triple wicket maiden rightly 
earning him the man of the match award. 

Dorchester won the toss but lost Hugh 
Pryce (1) caught behind by Tim Guest off 
Cameron Armfield (1-23) with the score on 18 
as Weymouth bowled and fielded with 
vigour. A promising partnership of 30 be¬ 
tween Jon Legg and Marcus Evans (13), in¬ 
cluding some excellent running between the 
wickets, was ended by Rob Sers when he 
bowled the latter and then removed Lewis 
Chutter (5) off a leading edge to Ryan Monk. 
Nick Roe followed shortly afterwards when 
he was run out by a direct throw with the 
score on 58-5 as Weymouth looked to restrict 
Dorchester. 

Monk then bowled both Cameran Lucas 


and Scott Parker as they tried to push the 
score along in the last few overs restricting 
Dorchester to 86-8. However James Dunham 
(8 not out) gave Legg support in the latter 
overs who played some exquisite cover drives 
and perfectly timed shots to square leg as 24 
runs came from the last three overs to set 
Weymouth an interesting total of 114-6 to 
chase. 

Weymouth immediately found the accu¬ 
racy and pace of Dunham and Dominic Royle 
difficult to score from with only 12 runs com¬ 
ing from the first six overs and the loss of 
Guest, Armfield and Monk. Dorchester's field¬ 
ing and bowling was a coaches delight and 
included a fantastic one handed diving catch 
by Hugh Pryce off Dunham (1-5) to remove 
Guest. 

A devastating spell of bowling from Legg(5- 
8), including four clean bowled, and skipper 
Joe Power (2-3) saw the last sevn wickets fall 
for only 12 runs as Dorchester ran out easy 
winners. 

Grant Armfield, Weymouth's manager said: 


"We enjoyed the competition format and 
played well in all the games up to the final. 
The final was a game of two halves - we 
bowled and field competitively but lost it 
completely with the batting. 

"However the game was played in an excel¬ 
lent spirit and I was pleased about that for the 
reputation of young Dorset cricketers. Wey¬ 
mouth are still a relatively young team and a 
lack of 18 year olds probably showed. I think 
we will have a similar team next year, and we 
took the opportunity to play down to under 
15 level which is good for succession plan¬ 
ning." 

Competition co-organiser, Lee House said: 
"At the halfway stage the game was pretty 
much evens, however Dorchester blew Wey¬ 
mouth away after the break with a fine bowl¬ 
ing and fielding display. I'm sure that a team 
as talented as Weymouth's will learn from the 
experience and recover. 

Both sets of lads have heaps of ability and 
they should be looking to represent their re¬ 
spective clubs at any opportunity to make 


sure they fulfil this potential." 

House continued:"Unfortunately our spon¬ 
sor, Ross Moors of Bright Sparks electrical 
contractors could not make the final, but if he 
could he would've been very impressed by 
the talent on display, especially Dorchester's 
Jon Legg who received the man-of-the- 
match gong for a jaw dropping display. 

"If there was an award for player of the com¬ 
petition, then Jon would be the favourite 
after a series of fifties and wickets. He has a 
bright future and always works hard to im¬ 
prove his game which is nice to see."

MANAGER Ashley Vickers wielded the axe in an attempt 
to kick start his team's season and it brought reward 
with the Magpies hanging on in the second-half to deal 
league leaders Welling United their first defeat of the 
season. 

The Wings arrived at the Avenue Stadium undefeated, 
having won six of their opening seven games, whilst 
the Magpies languished near the bottom of the Blue 
Square South table with just two wins and six points 
from their six opening fixtures. 

Vickers after keeping faith with most of his season's 
starting 11 in the hope of a recovery, finally lost pa¬ 
tience with the side and made four changes from the 
team that went down to Sutton United the week be¬ 
fore. 

Simon Evans made way for debutant Alan Walker-Har- 
ris in goal, whilst Ryan Dovell and Jamie Gleeson were 
given starts in preference to Nick Crittenden and Ashley 
Nichols.
